future Guard ; in which Service, we humbly offer the whole Strength of 
this City; all other Matters which in this ſtreight of Time we cannot 
go through, We wholly refer and ſubmit to be determined by Both Houſes, 
when they ſhall be ſet in ſafety at Weſtmigſter, as aforeſaid, and in 
confidence that God will give a Bleſſing to theſe our Endeavours, for the 
taking away all Offences and Miſunderſtanding, We have recalled our late 
Declaration, Publiſhed in the Name of the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Commons of the City of London, in Common-Council aſſembled : And

Colonel Jones is wary of their Ambuſcades, but reſolute (having 
once got all the Forces he can) ſpeedily to give them Battle, and to 
fight it out; for which he hath fair Encouragement, having beaten 
up the Quarters of the Enemies next unto him, with great loſs to 
the Enemy; and good Booties are brought in whereſoever our 
Forces make their Intradoes into the Country of the Rebels. 


Upon Friday, October 8. The Houſe had much Debate concerning

The certain Intelligence is, 
That there were ſlain of the Rebels 2500 upon the place, beſides the Wounded 
that crawled into Buſhes and Ditches for preſent Shelter: but it is thought 
4000 at leaſt were ſlain upon the Place and in Purſuit, amongſt whom their 
Lieutenant General Kiketto, and his Lieutenant Collonel Hillanders were found, 
and 200 of their Officers kill d and taken Priſoners. My Lord is till in the 
Field, and doth not doubt but to bring the Province into that Subjection, as 
that he that ſucceedeth him ſhall have little to do. | 

Thus hath God in his Mercy given me leave to write once more unto you, 
which if the Enemy had prevailed could not have been expected, for we had all 
periſhed in few Days, Root and Branch. Our Enemies in England, nor here, 
have not prevailed ; for our God was jealous of his Glory, turning their Plots 
of Deſtruction to his own Honour and our Safety. The Veſſel is commanded 
away with a Packet, I cannot enlarge; this that I write you may rely upon 
as gathered from the ſureſt Intelligence.

an Hurt to the Kingdom; which rather than they, vz. the Officers, will 
have the Odium longer, they incline to lay down, or withdraw; yea, with 
not Hazard of the Publick, but their own Arrears, but that they find not that 
which will acquit them before God. 5. But finding the main Obſtruction to 
be Pay, the Want of which Occaſions Free Quarter, which to prevent, many' 
Addreſfes have been made to the Parliament, but what through the Ditheulty, 
Delay, Slowneſs, or Neglect of thoſe intruſted, eſpecially thoſe in London, to 
part with Money, beſides no Eſtabliſhment proportionable ſettled, nor Means 
to raiſe it, which cauſes the Burden of Free Quarter, the Diſcontent and 
' Diſorder of the Soldier, and in Garriſons many of them have ſtarved, others 


| | ready ſo to do, and to leave the Hold to who will take them. 6. If this Army 


and other Soldiers have deſerved this, they deſire to be told it, defiring that all 
may know, that would they have ſet up a Party of their own with diſregard 
to the Publick they could, and yet can put themſelves, and other Soldiers into 
a way of Pay, and made their Oppofers in City and Country willing to have 
followed thera with Satisfaction, and not only have ſuppreſs, but deftroy'd 
adverſe Parties, and all this with Reaſon and Juſtice enough 3 whereas they 
have on the contrary ſtudied the Prefervation of all, and are confident at laſt 
to be no Loſers by it. 7. They fay, The Parliament have had ſufficient Cauti- 
ons and Warnings, and though when Danger continued it was largely acknow- 


| edged, yet no other or further Care. Somewhat is wrapt up in that Vote, 


that all Supernumerary Forces be Disbanded, which they are fo willing unto, 
as upon ſuch Terms as is after expreſt, to be the firſt; but there being 20000 
ol thoſe, the Queſtion how can they ſuddenly be fo diſcharged, as not to be 
diſcontented and apt to engage againſt the Parliament ; and though Money be 
ready, yet ſome time mult be for ſtating their Accompts, which is neceſſary to 
avoid a clear Inconvenience by Clamour, which Experience hath ſhewed; And 
though they wiſh disbanding Supernumeraries, yet they fear it will be a long 
work, and therefore deſire or propound that the Parliament do forthwith, en 
large the Pay to the Number of the whole for Five or Six Months, by the Ad- 
dition of Forty Thouſand Pound a Month, and according to the Rates of the 
Sixty Thouſand Pound. And they promiſe, 1. That no Free Quarter be taken 


within a Month after paſſing the Ordinance. 2. That it continue but Six 


Months, and that as Money comes in they ſhall be disbanded. 4. That in caſe 


| any Committee fail, that the General and the Committee of the Army may 


name others.

Having thus acquitted themſelves of not Guilty of Free Quarter, and ſeeing 
the ill Conſequences of removing from about London, until things of this kind 


| be ſetled, unleſs the parts near London ſhould be undone, they offer that the Ar- 


my may quarter in London, or part of it; that is upon the Remiſs, until they 
have paid Arears and full Penalties. 

As for Satisfaction of Arears, they offer Two Thirds of all Delinquents, alſo 
Deans and Chapters Lands for Indempnity ; that there may be Commirtees 
in the Country as well as at London; Deſires are expreſt alſo for maimed Soldiers 
and Apprentices, and all this with all poſſible Speed. | 

But it Content be not given by the end of this Week, they can't give Ac- 
count of the Army; but let the Soldier and the Kingdom know, that they can- 
not ſatisfy their Juſt Expectation; and thereupon defire the Diſcharge of Soldier 
may be tranſmitted to others. And for the City of London, if they do not 
right, they defire chat they may be made to pay Arears and full Penalties, and 
to ſatisſy to the adjacent Counties for above 100000 J. Damage, and the late

As to that Head for the disbanding of all Officers and Soldiers entertained ſince 
the 6th of Auguſt, it is declared by the General and General Council, That as 
to any Soldiers ſo added, the General above a Week ſince hath ordered the dif 
banding them; and will take care it be obſerved. 

But as to the Officers ſo entertained in any vacant rooms, it is thought fit 
they ſhould be continued, for the better Government of the Soldiery. 

As to the Acceſſion of Forces above the Eſtabliſhment, the General both 


hath, and will take Care there ſhall be no ſuch Acceſſion; and if any be found, | 


they to be immediately diſcharged without Pay. 

As to the disbanding of Supernumeraries, the General and Council are no 
way againſt it, but to their uttermoſt further it ; only deſire before Disbanding 
theſe Things to be provided for : 


1. That Security be ſetled for the Arrears of the Soldiers. 

2. That their Accounts be ſtated, and Defalcation made for Free Quarter, 
according to the Votes of the Houſes, and Debentures given for that part of 
their Arrears not paid at disbanding. 2 

That Indempnity for maimed Soldiers, Widows and Orphans of Soldiers 
So, Freedom of Apprentices, and Freedom from Oppreflion may be provi- 
ded for. 


As to the Pay of Supernumeraries that have joined with the Army, it is de- 
fired the Parliament would provide Three Months Pay for all at disbanding ; and 
Security, as before, for the reſt. Or, That the Parliament would agree with 


| the private Soldiers by Lump, what to pay them in full of all Arrears. 


And Lafly, As to the removing of the Army, and going into Garriſons and 
Towns, Ge. it is declared, That the Army and all Supernumerary Forces fo 
not disbanded, ſhall within Three Weeks, if the Parliament think fit, be drawn 


into Garriſons ; ſo as from thenceforth to take off all Free Quarter : And that | 


they may have conſtant Pay from the time of their entring.

- But there be other Matters, which in their| 
own Nature, as being common to both, or by Covenant, or Treaty, con-| 
cerning both Kingdoms; wherein, unleſs we ſhould forget our Duty to God, 
to the King's Majzſty, to our Native Kingdom, and to this Nation, our com- 
mon Concernment and Intereſt cannot be denied. For as Scotland was invited 
and engaged in this War upon Grounds and Reaſons of common Intereſt ; fo 
we truſt it will not be offenſive, that in making Peace we claim from the Houſe 
an Improvement of the very ſame Principles, and a Performance of the Trex 
ties they have made with us; that the ſame meaſure of Conjunction of Intereſts 
be given to us, which was had of us and promiſed unto us; wherein the very 
Laws of Nations, and the Rule of Common Equity doth plead for us. Yet in the 
Application of this Rule, we ſhall not ſtretch our ſelves beyond our Line, the 
expreſs Condition of our ſolemn League and Covenant, the Duty of our Al- 
legiance, and the Treaties and Declarations between the Kingdoms; which are 
ſo many ſtrong Obligations, as all who have Honour or Conſcience, muſt ac- 
knowledge ſhould be inviolably obſerved. 
| Having laid this as a moſt. juſt and ſolid Ground of our Proceedings, we ſhall 

firſt ſpeak of the beſt and moſt probable Means to procure a good Agreement

And as it is very far from our Thoughts and Intentions in exprefling our Dif. 


Freedom in diſchargg of Truſt committed to us, proceeding from our Zzal to 
Religion, Loyalty to our King, and Love to Peace, {hall reczive a candid In- 
terpretation from the Honourable Houſes. And that they will, in their Wiſdlom, 
not flight the Deſires of a Kingdom, who in the time of England's greateſt Dan 
get, eſteem d no Hazaid too hard for their Aſſiſtance; and a's now ſeeking 
nothing but the Performance of the mutual Obligement, Declarations and 
Treaties between the Two Kingdoms, and to prevent the Dangers which may 
enſue upon the Violation and Breach ot ſo folemn Engagements. i 
The Houſes of Parliament have frequently profeſſed, That the chief End of 
their Wars was the Reformation and Eſtabliſhment of Religion, according to 
the Covenant. And they have often promiſed and declared to the King, an 
to all the World, not without deep Atteſtations of the Name of God, that no

A Letter of Thanks from the Houſe was ordered to be ſent to the 
Mayor of Newport in the Iſle of Might, and to the well- affected Inha- 
bitants there, for their Care and good Affections expreſſed in the late 
Mutiny in the Town, by Capt. Burley, and others. The Houſe alſo

greater, becauſe deſiring to come out, it would not be granted, but up- 
on Mercy. And beſides, they cannot get the leaſt Pile of Graſs, but
